The Air Force Discharge Review Board (AFDRB) denied applicant's
request on 9 March 1950 (ExhibitB).

After careful consideration of applicant"s request and the
available evidence of record, we find insufficient evidence of
error or injustice to warrant corrective action. The facts
stated i1in the AFDRB brief appear to be based on the evidence of
record and the applicant has not submitted any evidence to the
contrary. Absent persuasive evidence applicant was denied rights
to which entitled, appropriate regulations were not followed, or
appropriate standards were not applied, we find no basis to
disturb the existing record.

Accordingly, applicant®s request is denied.
